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SYNOPSIS 


Derek Flint (JAMES COBURN) is back in some adventures more exciting than those he 


went through in ''Our Man Flint.'' This time he is persuaded once again to help out 
the government by Lloyd Cramden (LEE J. COBB), head of ZOWIE (Zonal Organization of 


World Intelligence Espionage), when some mysterious actions seem to threaten to sabo- 


tage the government's attempt to launch the first space platform along with the fol- 
low-up of sending men to establish a space research laboratory. 
During the successful launching of the platform from a remote island in the 


Caribbean, a group of women fashion leaders are in the penthouse of the Fabulous Face 


beauty resort and health spa for women on a nearby island. These women are watching 
the launching through telescopes on the balcony. 

The President (ANDREW DUGGAN) calls Cramden in the launch control tower to con- 
gratukate all on the success of the achievement. They decide to celebrate with a 


round of golf the next day. It is the mysterious event which happens to the President 


and Cramden on the golf course, followed by an embarrassing experience with Lisa 
(JEAN HALE) from Fabulous Face, that prompts Cramden to call on Flint. 

The latter, reluctant to leave his luxurious penthouse with his three lovely at- 
tendants, finally agrees to investigate the happenings after he returns from a one- 


week survival course in Death Valley. 


Flint returns and begins his investigation, but it does not become immediately 
evident that the ladies are instigators of a plot to take over the world. They plan 


to make it truly a woman's world! 


How Flint finds out and how he progresses from ''Operation Duffer'' through ''Oper- 
ation Hairdryer'' to ''Operatfion Smooch,'' with a quick trip to Moscow to visit the 
beautiful prima ballerina Natasha (YVONNE CRAIG), makes up the suspenseful, exciting 


story. Flint, by the way, still does not carry a gun at all, preferring instead simple 


little devices like a lighter with 82 different gadgets. 


JAMES COBURN IS BACK AND ''IN LIKE FLINT" 


Agent Derek Flint is back -- that superhero, superintellectual, super- 
spy, supercool romeo that baffled everyone with his refreshing fun is in again. 
And James Coburn stars again as Flint -- complete with his incredible lighter, 
his ravishing live-in maids, his betroubled boss, Lee J. Cobb, and a line-up 
of even more treacherous evildoers (55 -- count'em -- 55 bikini-clad lovelies 
and everyone a villainess).

Valley, to the heights of Washington Intelligence, to the spray of the Virgin 
Islands. But with all his gadding about, probably the most interesting in- 
sight of the production is Flint's behind-the-scenes view of the beauty resort. 
20th Century-Fox took over Noel Coward's multi-million dollar hotel complex in 
the Caribbean, Round Hill Hotel, for location filming in CinemaScope and De- 
Luxe Color. And the full program of how to deflate the spare tire, boost up 
the bust and radiate the complexion is given full play when Flint sneaks under 
the ''Ladies Only'' boundaries. (under water and through the steam room) and Lee 


J. Cobb crashes through the main gate in disguise.
